>NDON, Dec; 24.— Tho Christmas 
spirit was abroad throughout 
England today, notwithstanding 
tho continued heavy fogs, which 
normally act as an extreme depressant. 
Not tor \e;i is has London had such a 
thorough 'dose of that pea .soup atmos- 
phere for which tho metropolis is fa- 
mous, but the populatim, which 
grumbled during the week because of 
t .10 inconveniences attendant upon tho 
fog, changed their moods today, and, ac- 
cepting tho inevitable, prepared to spend 
a merry Christinas, even welcoming the 
fog as a Christmas gift and a friend 
of olden days. 

In all the great homes in England tho 
yule log is burning. From Snudringhnm 
to the humblest residence, relatives who 
are scattered throughout the rest of the 
year are gathering to spend the English 
Christmas. It is estimated that a mil- 
lion and a half persons poured out of 
London today. To those who witnessed 
the tremendous rushes at every station 
tho wonder was that any persons could 
be left to people London. But the exo- 
dus leaves no appreciable murk in the 
streets, which are thronged with mil- 
lions of Christmas shoppers and sight- 
seers, though the fog limits the scope 
of view to about forty feet.

Court Has Pronounced Judo,

Port An Prince, Hoyti, Dec. 25. — In 
accordance with the verdict of the jury 
in the trial of the alleged fraudulent 
bond case, tin' court has pronounced 
judgment as foJloww: It acquits Hebard 
Roy, former minister or finance, and 
two high officials; condemns Vilbrun 
Guillaume, former minister of war, to 
penal servitude for life; tho high offi- 
cials of the National Rank of Ilayti 
are sentenced to four years indictment, 
und two sims of ill" former president, 
Sam M. Modon, a former minister, and 
Saint Victor, former minister of for- 
eign affairs, to three years imprison- 
ment. Judgment against those persons 
who nro in contumacy will be pro- 
nounced later. 

The action against tho above men- 
tioned persons grow out of an act of 
tlu> lliiy-tien congress of 1002 author- 
izing the consolidation of the national 
debt in a loan issue of ohotlt $6,000,- 
000 and an additional $213,282 to ibe 
paud the bank for financing tho deal. 
Before the transaction was completed, 
the government of President Nord 
came into power. The bank officials 
were imprisoned a year ago on u 
charge of conspiring with the secretatT 
or tilio treasury in fraudulently issuing 
from $200,000 to $850,000 in bonds and 
of alleged bribery. 

The trial began November 28, and 
oif the !!.'! persons aroused, among whom 
were ex-President Sam, 1.'! were pres- 
ent, tho others having lied.

retary Hay in a second circular note to 
the powers made public at the state de- 
partment today.

She discharged the last of it 
at Yokohama, after which .she came to 
Newcastle, Australia. She there loaded 
C.r.UO tons of coal from Lambton col- 
li'erv and cleared at the Newcastle cus- 
tom house for Tsingtau, a German naval 
■depot at luaoehou, in China, via Syd- 
ney. The steamer left Newcastle on 
May Hi, and after hunkering at Sydney, 
put to sea again. Mr. Haiue, who was 
lire only Knglishnian ou board, the crew, 
who were all Germans, believed they 
were bound for Tsingtau; but on May 
2!) laud was Sighted, to the great sur- 
prise of the ship's company.

A turn had 
just been taken out of the engines and 
the vessel was just starting, when a 
terrific explosion occurred. The wutci

■While a. portion of the mines, rivets 
from the hull and coal from the hold 
wcro thrown ou deck from the outside. 
Boats were ordered out and signals hoist- 
ed for assistance. A pinnace from the 
fleet then came out, and the Tiberius, 
which was settling down by the head, 
was ordered, if she could possibly keep 
afloat, to follow in the wake of the 
Russian craft into Ihe harbor.

MURDERED WOMAN 
M4Y BE CHORUS GIRL 



Colorado Springs Police Believe 
Victim Was One of Chinese 
Honeymoon Co. 



There is a possibility, that the body of 
the young woman who was found mur- 
dered on Mount Cutler near Colorado 
Springs, Com., some ten days ago, us 
told in Associated Press despatches to 
the Colonist, is that of Miss Vera 
Haines, « former member, of the "Chi- 
nese Honeymoon" company, which 
comes to Victoria tomorrow night. 

While the -company was in Denver 
Manager Rosenthal received a curt note 
from Miss Haines saying that, owing to 
the illness of her mother, she was com- 
pelled to sever her connection with the 
company. This story, us he suspected 
at the time, he afterwards ascertained 
-was a subterfuge. The young woman 
was seen on the streets of Denver some 
time after the company closed its en- 
gagement in the capital of the Centen- 
nial state, which was on November 17. 
He also learned that the young woman 
had a male friend in Denver who pro- 
fessed the greatest affection for her. 
Miss Marie Bailey, at present a member 
of the company, confirms (his part of 
the story, but qualifies it by saying that 
Miss linings had no regard for the man 
who was infatuated with her associate 
in the chorus. ,. 

The young woman whose body was 
found on Cutler mountvin.had been mur- 
dered. There was a bullet wound in the 
head and the absence of any weapon 
precluded the theory of suicide. Every 
mark on 'the clothing that would tend 
to reveal the identity of the dead wo- 
man had been carefully removed. 

The corpse was that of a young -wo- 
man about 23 years of age, five feet two 
inches hitrli. iSfie wore a heavy growth 
of blonde hair. This fits the description 
given of Miss Haines when she left the 
company. 

On Saturday Manager Rosenthal re- 
ceived the following telegram : * 

"Colorado Springs, Dec. 24.— Has any 
female member of your company disap- 
peared in Colorado? 

"J. J. REYNOLDS. 

"Chief of rolice." 

This is explained by the following As- 
sociated Press despatch: 

Colorado Springs, Colo., Dec. 21.— 
Officers now engaged in attempting to 
solve die Mount Cutler murder mystery 
are quietly working on what they claim 
to Tie the best clue yet secured. 

Tho new theory upon which they _«re 
working is that the deceased was a 
member of one of the theatrical troupes 
that visited this city during the past 
two months, and was put out of the 
way by some male member of the com- 
pany on account of Jealousy. 

The police are now in telegraphic 
communication with managers of a 
number of companies wjiieh w e-" here 
between November 1 and Decern her 20, 
to ascertain if amy of their members are 
missing 

SOCIALISTS' CONVENTION. 

A Big Gathering of Delegates to Take 
Place hi Vancouver. 

What is planned to be the largest nnd 
most Important gathering of Socialists 
o\er held In the country will take place In 
Vancouver next Saturday, nit the annua' 
convention of the Socialist Labor I'urty 
of British Columbia. 

It Is probable, by the way, that the 
name of the party will bo changed to tho 
Socialist Labor Party of Canada, hut that 
to £301,472; but In those two years specu- 
coaslrtered at the convention. 

It is expected that there will be between 
thirty-five and forty delegates present. 
They will Include Messrs. Williams and 
Hawthornthwalte, members of the legis- 
lative assembly of British Columbia, who 
make reports from time to time to the 
Socialists' executive committee. They 
will be amongst the principal speakers. 
There will be delegates from Nannlmo, 
Rovclstoke, Fernle, Nelson and many other 
places In the interior. 

One of the most Important mutters to 
be considered Is that of planning a new 
election law for the province — rather the 
submission of amendments to the provin- 
cial government to be Incorporated in the 
present legislation. The Socialists allege 
that under the present system a man who 
is oat of work and away from home for- 
feits his right of voting. Thus a man can- 
not vote at Itevelstoke if his name is on 
tho voters' list In Vancouver. The Social- 
ists wish this changed so that a man may 
vole wherever election day happens to hit 
him, supposing that he Is In the prov- 
ince at that time. Other changes are also 
te he asked to make the Elections Act 



more elastic anil more like that In vogue 
in the United States. 

la connection with the proposal to 
change the name of the organization, It is 
a fact that a number of Socialist societies 
In different places throughout the East 
have applied for admission to this conven- 
tion. There Is one at Clalresholm, Alta., 
another at Winnipeg, another at London, 
Out., another at Fredorlctou, N. II., and 
still another composed principally of 
miners at Cilace Bay, Nova Scotia. A trav- 
eling representative of the party Is to 
leave about January It), to' make a tour 
or three months of cities between here 
and the Atlantic coast. 

A large number of annual reports and 
much other business of a routine char- 
acter are to be taken care of during the 
convention. 



BANK OF MONTREAL. 

London Financial Taper's Comment on the 
Annual Iteport. 

A leading feature of the report Just Is- 
sued by the Bank of Montreal Is that Its 
financial year has been changed. Instead 
of closing at the end of April in each year, 
It will now close at the end of October, 
and this Is the lirst report Issued under the 
new system. The change ought to be a 
great improvement, as It Is well known 
that the "fall" In North America Is the 
most Important of the seasons, and now 
that the bank will hold its meeting almost 
«u, the end of the year, a. more complete 
review can be obtained of business con- 
ditions in the Dominion. According to 
.the figures of the balance sheet, consid- 
erable expansion is shown in the business, 
as the deposits amount to no less than 
iin,47S,30U, and, we believe, stand at a 
llgure which has never been exceeded In 
the history of the bank. Indeed, going 
back so recently as 1S00, we flud that the 
total then was only £11,005,478, As a 
natural result, the ligures for loans and 
discounts and for call and short loaus all 
show a considerable Increase, and the only 
reduction of Interest Is a slight decline 
of about £S2,Oo<) in the note circulation. 
This Is not remarkable In view of the 
more conservative tendency of business In 
Canada during the last twelve mouths. 
The effect of this movement Is more clear- 
ly seeu In the total of the net protlts, 
which for the twelve mouths amount to 
£330,039. Compared with recent results 
this Is a considerable decrease, for, cal- 
culating the protits for the two preceding 
twelve months, we find that In 1002-3 
they amounted to £382,855, and In 1001-2 
to £301,472; but in those two years specu- 
la tlon and trude In Canada were running 
at a very high rate, and the reaction now 
seen is only natural and healthy. Proof 
of this is found in the fact that If a com- 
parison of protlts l>e taken further back, 
the results for the present twelve months 
compare very favorably. As it Is, this 
prolit of £330,05!) suffices to pay the divi- 
dend on the increased capital at the usual 
rate of 10 per cent., and then leaves £42,- 
5)88 to go to swell the balance forward, 
which amounts to the large sum of £110, 
S34.— London Financial Times.

DIVERTING WOOL TUAKF1C. 

Vancouver Route Capturing Austra- 
lian-United States Trade. 

JTor the first time in the history of 
tfhte Canadian-Australian .steamship 
service, tho operating company has 
I 'managed to divert some of the .wool 
■traffic .between Australia and United 
sums [joints, to tuo Sydney-Vancouver 
route, says the Vancouver Province. 

The steamship Aorangi, Captain 
Phillips, brought 3,134 bales of Aus- 
tralian wool en route to Boston. Small 
wool consignments have been brought 
before from Australia by the com- 
pany's steamships, but the wool cargo 
of the Aorangi was the largest ever 
landed in this port. 

Incidentally it may he mentioned 
that the Aorangi brought 'into port the 
Ui'rgtKt cargo ever handled by any of 
the steamships plying between Van- 
couver und Australia. She had no less 
than 2,500 tons, and cargo space be- 
yond that amount was not available, 
else could have had more freight. 

In the past it has been the practice 
of shippers to scud their wool from 
Australia lo Boston 'by direct steamers 
or by steamer to England via the Suez 
'•■anal, and thence across the Atlantic. 
•Tho shipment of wool to Boston is n 
radical departure from prevailing 
methods, but at last shippers have 
been hrought to tho understanding 
that this route offers advantages over 
all others. 

That Australian wool can be landed 
in Boston via Vancouver as cheaply as 
and more expeditiously than by any 
uyiyr' toutc, with the exception of that 
via San Francisco, which in this case 
is evidenced by heavy shipments which 
are to come on the steamship Miowera, 
due on January 1!), and on the steam- 
ship Moaua, which will arrive on Feb- 
iruary 16. As the wool shipping sea- 
son lasts but a few months, it is not 
likely that any large consignments will 
come over after that brought by the 
Moana in February. However, when 
the year 1005 draws to a close, and 
shipments of wool from Australia to 
Boston recommence, tho Vancouver 
a-oute will draw a larger portion of the 
traffic than it will this season. 

Among the other cargo of the Aoran- 
gi was a large shipment of Australian 
hardwood railway ties destined to be 
laid on Canadian railways. These ties 
will bo tested, and if •found superior 
in wearing qualities to the fir ties now- 
used, regular imports of them tuny re- 
sult. One hundred and forty bales of 
New Zealand 11 ax also came on the 
■Aorangi. The flax is destined foi- 
United States points. Besides the usual 
.shipments of hemp, coffees, etc., the 
'••• ; '""> l , --":h'- Mi." tons of raw su- 
gar from Fiji. The sugar is being dis- 
charged at the -\vi arf of tho British 
Columbia Sugar Refining Company. 

The Aorangi was rwenty-tfour 'hours 
late in reaching i>ort. Her delay was 
occasioned by exceedingly heavy 
weather encountered after leaving 
iHonolulu a week ago last Wednesday.

Should the State pay for the whole of 
that cost, or should the pupil bear some 
stated percentage of it? From our point 
of view, the cost .is, after all, not so 
important as tho character of the In- 
struction, and the advantages to accrue 
from it. It should, too, place all classes 
on an equal footing in respect to these 
advantages. Theoretically, the public 
•schools nre supposed to be in favor of 
the poor man, inasmuch as they afford 
an education for has children, up to a 
cri,ain point, which ho could not other- 
wise afford to pay for. In reality, ox- 
cei>t in a few cases, it is not so much 
in favor of the poor as the well-to-do. 
In nine cases out of ten fke poor man 
must take his -• " '-mi a way from school 
Rt an early -age in order that they may 
btcomo breadwinners. The well-to-do 
man sends his children, as a rule, for 
a very much longer period. Now, if the 
education imparted wore of such a char- 
acter that it would enable a boy to step 
out into n oUlce or workshop and do 
something to earn a living from the

What Howe thus accomplished In Nova 
Scotia was brought to pass In other col- 
onies by other men, In some with blood- 
shed, In some without, but In no other 
with one heroic ngurc so prominently lu 
the foreground. Those historians who 
measure men by their permanent and ma- 
terial service are always tearing down the 
mighty from their seat and raisin;; those 
of low degree. Howe may suffer by such 
valuation. Hut the writer who searches 
contemporary record and learns how ,von- 
derful a devotion Howe Inspired In his 
followers, with what prophetic Inspiration 
u.' foresaw the possibilities and the perils 
of the British Empire on this continent 
and elsewhere, aow great were his thoughts 
and how freely he told them, who man- 
age to see the man ns be was among 
men, will not make lilm less than the 
greatest men of his best days.

There is no other practical 
benefit to it; and as the ■percentage of 
teachers and professional -men is only 
very small ns compared with the other 
callings' in nfe, the system does not 
properly fill its professed, objects. We 
see the logical results of it every day. 
What arc known as the "gentler" call- 
ings of life are everywhere over-crowd- 
ed, y- this connection we call special 
attention to a selection from the Balti- 
more Sun, which a render has handed in 
as having a direct bearing on the dis- 
cussion, i .,e article in question takes 
tho position that school life is unfitting 
ratner than --mLifviug boys nud girls 
for useful careers. The graduate of our 
schools goes '-it into life with a smat- 
tering of everything in his bend, but 
'with no knowledge -or experience that 
win bring him employment He cannot 
write » good business hand or compose 
a good business letter. has had no 

industrial training, and, in nine cases 
out of ten, does not want to do manual 
work of any kind. As a consequence 
lie settles down into second-class oUlce 
work, and the rest of life is a scramble 
to make a living. We do not suppose 
that any system can be made to work 
to fill nil Hie requirements; the most 
• that can be done is to get as near them 
as possible. runt, it seems to us, is to 
be done by studying the practical aims 
to which instruction s-hoiild lead. Many 
of the branches at present taught par- 
take -" the nature of '•luxuries," for 
which it is dpubtful if the -State is justi- 
fied in paying, -.o man will hold that 
the higher branches of learning should 
l,o neglected: but it is not the mission 
Of the State, while it may assist and 
encourage them, to develop literary men 
and scientists whollv at public expense. 
It con.es back to the original proposi- 
tion as to the point at which the line 
should be drawn. Certainly in the Prov- 
fn«a of British Columbia the cost of 
education is a very biff item. Our na- 
tural resources are mining, "agriculture, 
fisheries and timber. In what respect 
d»s the school curriculum, f.r whick 
pil'i-fourth Of our revenues go in main- 
taining it on a high academic basis, bet- 
ter the position of the school gradual* 
in dealing with the industries arising 
out of these four elements of our Pro- 
vincial wealth? 

The question to consider is if, after 
the boys and girls nt present lit school 
are turned OUt to shift for themselves, 
(he results will he profitable as a return 
in the conversion of natural assets and 
latent potentialities, of which we boast, 
into wealth. Xo matter how wo may 
view the advantages of education they 
resolve themselves iu v the long run into 
a business proposition, If we ..re pay- 
ing more than we can hack in results, 
wo are losing money; and that is what, 
we think, is happening throughout Can- 
ada today. It is true there are signs 
of improvement. Many of the city 

school boards are getting oil the right 
track, or trying to, and we look In sea 
•d results from the work of which 
Professor Robertson has charge.

"If Mgr. Archnmbatilt," lie goes on,

It is, perhaps, only fair to 
Bishop ArcJiiimbault to sny that lie dis- 
owns any intention of appealing to race 
prejudice, although Ins language is 
liable to but one Interpretation. He says 
there was no idea of hinting at the exist- 
ence of an insidious British yoke, which 
it was the duty of French-Canadians to 
throw off, ami he adds, by way of ex- 
planation: 

"I intended to convoy the idea to my 
hearers that, just as the child, when 
Inter ho becomes « man, throws aside 
the bondage of youth, gains a larger 
horizon and a fuller degree of autonomy, 
*o perhaps, by the force of events, Can- 
ada may some day be called upon to 
take her place, a sovereign nation 
among other nations. 

"Speaking for myself, 1 would prefer 
to see Canada a free and independent 
state."

EDUCATION THAT PAYS. 

Do Public Schools Unfit Youth for Mnn jnl 
Labor? 

Baltimore Sun. 

The saylnu of the old Spartan king, 
tb«l n buy .should be educated In Hie line 

of his bablD future occupation, bus been 

much quoted by practical people, but Is- 
very Imperfectly applied In our schools. 
YVIth the huge expansion of the curricu- 
lum of the public schools, to Include all the 
"ologles" thnt enjoy it .temporary popu- 
larity, the pupils are kept employed on 
general nnd fancy subjects until they nre 
}~> or 1(1 yenrs old, when they must enter 
abruptly on some occupation without hav- 
tr.g been educated for It. The fault Is not 
confined to the public schools, private 
schools being similarly nt fault, though, 
perhaps, to a b-ss degree. In till our 
schools the whole body of pupils Is, ns n 
rule, sot to work through the greater 
pert oil their school life on the snine topics, 
with the same list of books, though it is 
perfectly certain that ns soon us they 
leave school tln-y will enter upon widely 
different occupations, for which their 
studies litive not prepared them. 

They have had a lot of finical parsing, 
a lot of exercise in special applications of 
arithmetic which nre of no use to them, n 
lo: of memorizing of geographical names 
of obscure places, and n gre.it lot of 
other trash, but nothing that litis any re- 
lation to their probable mode of life. On 
the contrary, their education tends to set 
ttem ngnlnst hard work nnd to mnke them 
parasites upon parents or relatives whose 
education hn.s been In the practical school 
of experience. Our contemporary, the Iron 
Age, hrs been much Impressed with the 
effect o' prevalent .educational methods in 
demoralizing many who would under other 
circumstances be* useful members of so- 
ciety. 

"The public school system of the coun- 
try." says the Ago, "has been repeatedly 
charged with the sin of unfitting the ris- 
ing generation for -working with its bands, 
while it lit t ed It for nothing in particular. 
This charge is most frequently lodged 
ngnlnst our public high schools, ■which 
annually graduate thousands of young peo- 
ple with aspirations toward the profes- 
sions, who finally Hud their way Into 
cheap clerical positions, because there Is 
nothing else that they know how to do." 

To correct this evil (for evil It Is) wise 
boards of education In Hie larger cities 
nnd towns nre making provision for manu- 
al training departments to existing public 
schools, nnd !n some Instances to separ- 
ate public nmnun] training schools. It has 
resulted In the training of the bund and 
aye, developing the judgment of the Ani- 
erican youth, instiling Into their minds 
the ultrnlty nnd worth of manual labor, 
nnd fitting them upon graduation to step 
onto one of the Iow<>r rounds of our In- 
dus! rinl lntfder with the nttltude townrd 
useful work nnd the skill nnd taste thnt 
will permit' them to rise to greater heights. 

If the good of the Individual pupil and 
the good of the community be given the 
llrst place In an educational policy, rather 
than the vindication of some special poll- 
ticnl theory, It might be In order to con- 
sider whether pupils should not lie given 
from the llrst <lny of their admission to 
school the n-tlon of a practical, as dis- 
tinguished from u literary, course of edu- 
cation. 

A youth educated to enrn nn honest liv- 
ing ,ii farm labor, carpentering, black- 
smithing, cooking, sewing, etc., Is certain 
[.} In n better position than one without 
these accomplishments, even though the 
latter figures lni the census report as n 
"literate." The fnct i.s that there nre 
worse tilings than so-called "Illiteracy," 
one of them bolnir wnnt of training for an 
honest calling. High' nnd dry education- 
alists have mnde the capital blunder of 
calling knowledge of "th" three it's" edu- 
cation, Whereas It is neither an education 
nor a preparation for earning a living. It 
Is good so far ns It goes, but it does not 
go far. The truth Ims to be faced— If 
education Is to cense to "unite the ris- 
ing generation," ns th« Age says, "for 
working with Its hands"— -"that tin educa- 
tion In psnfi'l trades Is better than "m -re 
boolt-lamln'." It Is better for the In-

.Still a Possibility That There Will lie No 
Strike of the Union Barbers. 

Although the union barbers of tile city 
net as per announced Intention and re- 
ceived tin. veto of the master barbers, re? 
ti ming their ultimatum with the phrase so 
hi.tefnl to the magazine contributor — "De-* 
ciined with thanks" — the form.il and final 
declaration of war Is still withheld. Per- 
haps It is because the Christmas season 
puts pence Into all hearts. Perhaps prep- 
arations for a hard winter campaign are 
not »ns far advanced as might be consid- 
ered tactically necessary. Perhaps a wnr 
hau has yet to bo placed upon the mar- 
ket — but In any event, the promised strike 
hangs fire. 

As already stated In the Colonist, the 
union a sliort time ago solemnly deliber- 
ated upon the question ".Shall inoustache- 
curling nnd neck-shaving be hereafter con- 
sidered as side orders, and cause for In- 
creases In the corpulency of the cus- 
tomer's check?" It was decided that the 
opt rations In question' could not be regard- 
ed as on the tonsorlal table d'hote menu. 
Heretofore the guest of the barber has ex- 
pected when ordering a Shave to have the 
neck-shaving and moustache curling 
thrown In as a bonus. In the same manner 
as he looks for free bread and butter and 
a gratuitous glass of water when he or- 
ders ham nnd eggs. 

Accordingly the price card was amend- 
e.'i so as to provide charges of live cents 
otra for each of the operations determined 
to be superfluous to the professional defin- 
ition of a complete shave, the retail mar- 
ket value of which Is 15 cents net. The 
muster barbers were thereupon advised 
that Caesar's edict had gone forth, and 
that unless they took notice nnd govern- 
ed themselves accordingly, there would be 
a had beginning of the year. The muster 
lu.rbers did not sec why It Should have 
been all settled for them, and declined the 
dictated change.

The Noted Corinthians. 

In view of the proposed tour of the fi- 
mous Corinthian football team of Eng- 
land, an able article In the Christmas 
number of C. B. Fry's Magazine, by Mr. 
C. I!. Fry himself, will be of interest. 

"There are two views," he says, oi 
the famous Corinthians; one that tliey 
sire the greatest Association football club 
the world has ever seen, the other that 
they are not a football club at all." 

This Is certainly a paradoxical state- 
ment, but Mr. Fry obviously has reason 
for the remark. But he cues a point fur- 
ther without attempting to dispute either 
view, and says: "Let us then make a 
comparison, and take the Corinthians to be 
what their past and present Mike entitle 
them to consider themselves— year lu una 
year out, the best English amateur Asso- 
ciation team." ., 

With this opinion nobody with the small- 
est pretence to knowledge of the subject 
would cavil, except the Scotsman who wi 1 
tell that the Queen's Park has yet a 
prouder record. Among the Corinthian 
players are the cream of the big public 
schools and of the universities, and many 
a good Judge— not only la amateur, but In 
professional circles too — lias expressed the 
opinion that were the Corinthians to play 
regularly together and train for the Eng- 
lish cup, they would have a great chance 
of annexing it. 

Naturally one cannot speak of the l.or- 
lnthinns without referring to "Pa' Jack- 
son. Towards the end of the season of 
1881-82, Mr. Jackson, who was at the time 
honorary assistant secretary of the Foot- 
ball Association, came to the conclusion 
that the combination In English teams 
was very muck inferior to that which ob- 
tained among the Scottish players, this 
ho considered due to the fact that the Scot- 
tish players had many opportunities o£ 
playing together, whereas the opportunities 
of the Englishmen were few, as they randy 
met on the same ground except In Inter- 
national encounters. 

Accordingly It struck hi in that, could a 
club he formed Of the best players through- 
out the Kingdom, If only to play a few 
matches every season, it would give that 
opportunity of learning each other's meth- 
ods. With this object In view, some of 
the most prominent of the players of the 
South were Invited to meet and exchange 
views on the subject. The most famous of 
those wdio responded to the Invitation were, 
11 A. Swepstone (the great goal keeper 

of the Pilgrims P. <.'.>, H. C. Bambrldgc 
and C. Ilolden-Whlte, three of the most 
celebrated of players In the eighties. At 
first the teams aimed at nothing very spe- 
clal; they varied In strength, and were 
generally called "N. fj. Jackson's" eleven. 

To again quote Mr. Fry, "It Is Inter- 
etslng to note that the fundamental patri- 
otic (ilea of the club was not Ineffectual. 
If we may Judge by results. In the nine 
seasons before 1884 England had lost eight 
of the Internationals with Scotland. In 
the next nine years there were forty-four . 
Corlthlans In the English eleven*, and 
England only lost twice. In 1880 the Eng- 
llsli team was composed of nine Conn- [ 
thluns and two Blackburn Hovers— For- 
rest mid McArthur— and many critics stl'l 
hold that It was the best team England 
has ever placed in the field." I 

It is worthy of mention that In the last 
twenty years' 80 per cent, of the places 
In the England eleven against Scotland , 
had been awarded to Corinthians. Here i 
Mr Fry must ni'iiln be quoted, for ho lets 
us Into a secret until now known only I 
to the Inner circle of the club itself. Says 
the writer: "By about 1880 the main pur- 
pose of : the Corinthian V. C. was to pro- 
vide an amateur team capable ot meeting 
the lending professional e'.ulis on equal 

t( iildi:cd, one ralson d'etre was to £lve. 



amateurs a chance of their Scottish caps, 
for unless the Corinthians beat the lead- 
ing professional clubs fairly often they 
stood very little chance of being chosen 
against Scotland, so dominant had become 
the professional element. 

From the club's Inception up to the pres- 
ent date the Corinthians have never had 
a really weak side. There have naturally 
! been periods when they have been stronger 
! than at others, but It ennnot he Bald that 
! they have ever given a really bad showing 
i when able to command full strength. One 
| curious feature, however, Is that the nt- 
: tack has always been the main feature of 
1 the club's success. This may occasion 
' seme surprise when it Is remembered' that 
I when W. It. Moon kept goal his hacks were 
the brothers Walters, and about that 
1 period such backs as A. T. P.. Dunn, F. R. 
• lVlly and A. II. Harrison were also avall- 
' able. Then there were linlf backs of the 
calibre of A. Amos, N. C. Bailey, II. E. 
L>. Hammond, C. Ilolden-Whlte and C. 
Wreiford-Brown, so that when It Is calm- 
ly asserted that the forward line was the 
pick of the basket it will be seen how real- 
ly formidable the front division was. 
I Any article on the Corinthians would 
1 be Incomplete without reference to C. 
Wreford-Brown. He still plays the game, 
and us a centre half holde his own with 
Iho best. W. J. Oakley was a back who 
earned fame with C. li. Fry at Oxford. 
Itoth were line nil-round athletes, and both 
got International caps. Of the later gen- 
eration, It. E. Foster wanted some beat- 
ing; he was as clever a forward as he Is a 
cricketer, and higher praise could not be 
bestowed. And there was an occasion, too. 
when he kept goal In almost International 
style. 

Two men {.till in active harness are b. 
II. Day and S. S. Harris. The first named 
Is an old Slalvernlan, and the latter was 
last season's captain of Cambridge Uni- 
versity. Both are very fine forwards.

THE PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT AND 
THE LEGISLATURE. 

News-Advertiser, 

A* will have been seen by a telegram 
from Victoria, published In yesterday's 
Issue, the provincial government, at a 
cabinet meeting oh Friday lust, decided 



to call the legislature together on Thurs- 
day, February !). it is understood that 
the government expects to have its- meas- 
ures ready for presentation to the House 
when It assembles, so that business may 
be despatched without delay and the 
members not be detained at the Capital 
by a long session. If the opposition 
should wlselv decide not to cause delay 
by useless obstruction or by frivolous at- 
tempts at blocking the government's meas- 
ures, the session should be comparatively 
brief aud the legislation enacted be prompt- 
ly put into effect. There are many proofs 
that British Columbia is again regarded 
as a promising Held for Immigration and 
investment and the people or the prov- 
ince will follow closely the proceedings 
in the legislature and condemn any at- 
tempt to subordinate great provincial in- 
terests to the possibility of party, advan- 
tages bv the adoption of obstructionist 
methods. Business, not politics, is what 
the people are most concerned about at 
this time, so that every possible advan- 
tage may he taken of the opportunities 
now presented for the opening up and de- 
velopment of the province. 

The government also appointed a com- 
mission to enquire into the practical work- 
ing of the Assessment Act passed at the 
last session and the Incidence of the tax- 
ation levied by virtue of its provisions. 
The commission consists of the President 
of the Council, the Minister of Finance, 
and Messrs. J. Buatzen, of Vancouver, and 
D. it. Ker, of Victoria. II is expected 
that the eouimlss'oti Will vH-dliltakd Its 
duties almost Immediately, so that Its re- 
port can bo presented to the House with- 
out delay. The commission Is not a court 
of revision, as some writers in the press 
seem to suppose. Its duties will be to en- 
quire Into the result of the operation of 
the act; to ascertain If It raises the re- 
quired revenue in the best and most equit- 
able manner possible, or whether some 
changes arc desirable to attain these ends. 
'The legislature with the facts be/ore it 
that the commission may elicit by its in- 
vestigation, will then be able to decide 
whether amendments to the act are desir- 
able, and, If so, to make them on the basis 
of the facts submitted to It In the re- 
port of the commission. To have nomin- 
ated a commission and set it to work at 
an earlier date would have been like at- 
tempting to make bricks without straw as 
the necessary dnta would not have been 
available. Even as it Is, complete returns 
from all parts of the province to the entl 
of the present year will be almost impos- 
sible to obtain.

Shultz secured this from an Indian at 
Juneau, who stated that ho had picked 
it up on the beach near that pout. Tho 
inscription was evidently gouged into 
the board with some sharp instrument. 
Tin; board itself is about LI inches in 
length and (i or 7 inches wide, and is 
evidently a piece, of casing torn from 
■the inside of .the cabin. Tho inscrip- 
tion is so Obliterated that its full mean- 
ing cannot bo deciphered; The date a*s 
quite distinct, also tho word schooner, 
but the name of the vessel its split in 
liti'lf so that only the first three and last 
two letters aro intelligible. 

After tho name of the vessel comes 
tho word "all," which can with tlilli- 
culty be made out; then the letters

There 
would seem to be no question but that 
the iron found' in the lifebuoy wits 
placed there with intent, presiiinubly 
to make tlie buoy the .required wokrht. 
'Plie aiuinner in which it vr-an imbedded 
in the compressed cork would seem to 
preclude the possibility of it having 
been placed there by accident. 

The lifebuoy iu which the irou was 
fcuud is an American product. It was 
ina'do in New York, but the naiue of 
the maker cannot bo learned. It is a 
compressed cork life buoy, and wis 
among hiihc buoys that bud been sent 
to the saitmaker to be overhauled, wthen 
the sensotionaH discovery was umde.
